REPEALING OREGON’S HELMET 
LAW 


Re: Oregon’s new ‘‘helmet’’ law, Ore- 
gon revised statutes #483.443, effective 
1 January 1968, 

The writer is a private citizen, forty- 
six years of age, unaffiliated with any 
motorcycle group or club, lifelong resi- 
dent of Salem, Oregon, and not a lawyer, 

I do notride a motorcycle for business, 
or back and forth to work, but I very 
much enjoy eight or ten extended solo 
trail and logging road trips each year, 

I own a helmet, do not wear it very 
often, and feel that my constitutional 
rights are badly infringed upon by Ore- 
gon’s new helmet law, not merely inthis 
single manifestation but as a precursor 
of other such legislation to come, 

It is my sincere intention to attack this 
law on constitutional grounds, and carry 
this fight through the courts as necessary 
and as I can afford the legal talent neces- 
say to accomplish this. 

My reason for writing to you is to 
seek the information I will need to pre- 
sent a good case. No moral or fiscal 
support is sought or expected; | intend 
to supply both, but my case will be 
worthwhile in direct proportion to the 
information, the valid information, I can 
obtain as to the status of ‘‘helmet’’ or 
other ‘‘apparel’’ laws in other states of 
the United States; what states, if any, 
have had such laws setaside, the grounds 
for the removal of the laws, and the 
names of individuals or groups which 
might have had a bearing on the cases,

would have all of the data I need, but if 
you are in a position to help me with any

Rider’s Guide to 
Periodical Literature

Motorcycle enthusiasts enjoy the questionable distinction of having more 
publications devoted to their market, per capita, than any otherhobby group. 
At latest count, there were 13 monthly publications, two bi-weeklies and one 
weekly newspaper, Cycle News, to satisfy the cycle lover*s craving for in- 
formation. 

The sheer bulk of reading matter competing for his attention at once is 
enough to overwhelm the busy rider. Out-of-pocket cost, if he were to pur 
chase every publication available, would be a major budget item to a motor 
cycle fan. 

As a public service, then, we offer this Rider’s Guide To Periodical 
Literature. Since most of the information published in the various magazines 
is repetitive and usually redundant, a lot of time and dollars can be saved by 
knowing which parts ofeach publication to read for a total informational turn- 
on without plowing through all the fluff. Here then, is how to skim through 
the magazines at your increasingly unfriendly neighborhood magazine store: 

In American Motorcycling, just read the sanction schedule for cancella- 
tions unless you are a Harley enthusiast, then read everything and nothing 
else, except the Harley-Davidson Enthusiast, which is free. 

In Cycle read Speaking Out, Downhill Straight, the answers to the let- 
ters, but not the letters and the performance graphs in the road tests. If you 
dig reading about new products in the industry, read it here. Somebody that 
seems to be having fun rewrites the press releases. 

Cycle News is for taking into the toilet with you, to be read through un- 
disturbed and then left there for the next occupant. Get it on Friday at a 
motorcycle dealer or from one of the vending racks around Califomia. Then 
when your subscription copy arrives, file it for future reference. Save one old 
tattered issue to ‘stick out of your hip pocket when you go to racemeets, club 
functions, etc. Shows you belong. 

In Cycle World read the letters from the readers for the best all around 
reporting on the American grass roots mentality. But skip the answers. This 
one has the best ads of all the monthlies and often has the press releases 
first. European coverage is third only to Motor Cycle News and Motor Cy- 
cling, two weekly newspapers from England. 

Cycle Guide is good for Mike Capalite’s service tips and Bob Braver 
man’s how-to-do-it conversions. Save the customs and skim the rest. 

Cycle Sport can be checked off unless it has some of those good reprints 
of newspaper articles out of Square City. Or unless your name is in it. Some- 
times obscure reports in this one contain great examples of New England 
argot and unintentional camp humor, but it isn’t worth digging for unless you 
are an editor. 

Modern Cycle costs the most, so unless you subscribe, read it at the 
market. The pinups and choppers are usually worth saving. 

Motorcyclist is the oldest magazine in the U.S, It began at the turn of 
the century and has been looking for the escape road ever since. Often scoops 
the other monthlies on Bonneville, dealer luaus and U.S. motorcycle registra- 
tion figures. It shares a good deal of material with M/C Dealer News, its 
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We know it's hard to believe in an April Fool Issue, but honest Injun, folks, cross our hearts 
and Boy Scout's honor...this photo is REAL! And it's the latest $10,00 “Psycho Gnus Photo 
Contest” winner, shot in Hammond, Louisiana by Craig Loewe, who certainly deserves that ten- 
spot.

half-sister publication. Subscribe if you are approaching middle-age, unless 
you are a dealer and are already getting MDN. 

Midwest Motorcycling Action is one of the bi-monthlies which are filling 
the Midwestern information Gap. State Motorcycle News, published by Enduro 
Champion John Penton is the other one. Sometimes people you’ve heard of’s 
names appear in the results. Each is worth reading about 4 times to see what 
other people are doing for fun. Unless you live there, then skip the national 
news because even the monthlies have already had.it. Study the ads in both 
to see who is interested in the local sportsman. 

There are several other publications on the racks but either they are 
empty of interest or else I haven’t seen them yet. 

If the reader's problem is choosing which to sample and which to buy, 
imagine the dilemma an advertising space buyer has to face trying to decide 
which publication to use. In the near future we hope to be able to provide an 
Advertiser*’s Guide to Motorcycle Publications.

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Multiple engines have proven 
the quickest route through the 
quarter mile. After long delibera- 
tion anda few minutes work a new 
acceleration machine has been 
born. 


Men and boys who are capable of such 
a creation can only be compared to 
Mohammed himself and I was privileged 
to meet and interview these idols of 
millions at a recent outing. 

But, before I bring you a step closer 
to the world, beyond in the interview, let 
me describe this machine and its per- 
formance. Multi-multi and a couple 
thrown in for kicks. The builder had 
seen twin engines, of this breedand that, 
make fantastic showings, thus without 
hesitation one of each make was applied, 
Being a firm believer in weight transfer, 
the smallest engine was placed to the 
front and largest to the rear. The rider 
has a hard time reaching the forward 
pedals of the mo-ped but extensions to 
the lever arms solved that immediate 
problem.

Possibly, that was the moti- 
vation behind the christening with a 
name like ‘Flush, in Concentration.’’ 

The frame had to be built with easy, 
yet strong pipe and the Los Angeles 
county sanitation district will never miss 
100 feet of sewer. Several union card 
holding plumbers put in a week’s labor 
corking joints and removing the odor 
inherent in used pipe. Only two are col- 
lecting death benefits. And drive train! 
No problem, the idea of chains was im- 
mediately discarded and no one wanted 
to get a shaft, so the most elastic ma- 
terial was chosen, Over one hundred men 
donated the stretch material from joc- 
key shorts and two hundred women gave 
up playtex.

Thirty-five clubs answered roll call 
Thursday night, March 7 with their re- 
presentatives coming forward to receive 
new 1968 rule books for their members. 
Additional rule books may be obtained 
from District stewards. 

The new rule books contain the rules 
for the running of the new didivison in 
the District, moto-cross, The stewardis 
Dave Lewis, 11339 Moorpark, No, Holly- 
wood, A riding card will cost $4.00 and 
you must sign up in your highest classi- 
fication, e.g., serambles Amateur, 
desert Expert, then youmake application 
as an Expert, Number plates will be the 
same colors as used in scrambles, This 
new division features all new rules to 
District 37 riders unless they are famil- 
iar with moto-cross in other organiza- 
tions and when a club elects to throw a 
moto-cross their course must be ap- 
proved by a committee appointed by the 
District 37 president. 

Important rules in this division are; 
full coverage clothing must be worn, 
garments such as T-shirts are not al- 
lowed under any circumstances; promot- 
ing clubs have to provide twoambulances 
to enable the program to continue should 
one have to leave with an injured rider; 
three oval number plates must be car- 
ried; the European system of riding three 
equal events based on time plus two 
additional laps will be used instead of 
what is used currently such as ten laps 
or five laps, Riders turning in the most 
number of laps under the time limit are 
the winners, For other rules see the 
rule book. The calendar for scheduling 
motor-cross for the rest of the season 
will open at the April meeting and entries 
for riders competing in events will be 
mail only. 


Desert Transfer Deal 

The Competition Committee reported 
on the following that the desert transfer 
system has been revised, An Amateur 
will transfer to Expert after earning 50 
points in each of ten rides, Novices will 
move to Amateur after earning 50 points

31 days after date of event shall result 
in each sponsoring club member losing 
50 points,

Here 
is the first exclusive picture of what it will look like soaring into 
flight at the end of the takeoff ramp with the Grand Canyon far below. 

Complete with “Gyronaut” type streamliner shell installed, Evel 
believes that the rocket boosted Skycycle will reach a speed of over 
300 mph and that it will be successful in rocketing to the other side of 
the Grand Canyon. 

The machineis equipped with aTriumph motorcycle engine, motor- 
cycle tires and wheels, shock absorbers and electrical system. A 
special frame will be built for it and both rider and cycle will complete 
their descent by way of separate parachutes by Paranetics, Inc. 

Basically the Skycycle is the same as the machine Evel has been 
displaying with the exception of the small stabilizing tail assembly.

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PREVIEW OF EVEL’S NEW SKYCYCLE 





The rider position in the open “cockpit” has been changed to a kneel- 
ing instead of a sitting position. When he ejects, Evel will spring up 
and hopes that the air pressure will pull him free of the bike. 

The parachutes are enclosed in fiberglass cases purposely in 
order that the air will flow smoothly around the chute packs. 

The stabilizing wings of the Skycycle will be four feet long, 2% 
feet wide at the base. The tail is almost 1% feet high, with what ap- 
pears to be a “V” configuration. The tailfins will extend out about 1% 
feet over the twin booster rockets. 

A modified “dustbin” fairing made of fiberglass will be used, 
similar to the high-speed shells which several motorcycles are now 
fitting for Bonneville record attempts. 

Evel hopes to test his new machine by April 1st, and Cycle News 
will keep readers posted on its progress.

grabbed the lead and charged through the 
pits after the first loop with a wide mar- 
gin; behind him were Larry Bergquist, 
#888x on the 250cc Bultaco, Gary Cole, 
#5x on a 250cc Husky, Mike Patrick on 
the Norton, and the fast-moving amateur 
Steve Staats, #95 on a Triumph, These 
positions held without much change 
through the second loop. 

On the third and final loop Beach still 
had a three-minute lead, but half-way 
around in the rough, rocky section, he 
had it turned all the way on while jumping 
the rocks, and tore his rear wheel apart 
to put him out of the race, (This is one 
rider who can ride the wheels right off 
a big Triumph, until he wins or breaks 
down.) 

Bergquist took over the lead at this 
point, but the fast course was taking its 
toll, and Bergquist dropped his chain. 
He put it back on quick and still held on 
to that lead, but then he lost his seat and 
had to sit on the tank. Patrick passed 
him in the fast, open territory to come 
in for the win in the time of two hours, 
To quote him, ‘‘The course was bitchin’ 
but too fast, I don’t like to go that fast in 
the open territory because you never 
know when a rock will get in your way.” 
Larry Bergquist pulled in second, with 
Gary Cole taking third. 

Steve Staats had a run-in with a rock 
and came out second best, which kept 
him from making the finish. Steve Kirk, 
#27 on a Triumph, pulled in fourth ang 
Jeff Foster, #16 (also on a Triumph), 
was fifth, The first amateur in was 
Spence Windbiel, #38 on a Triumph, tak- 
ing fourteenth overall, and Ray Alex- 
ander, #144x took first 250cc Novice on 
a Bultaco and fifteenth overall, which is 
a real good ride for a guy that hada 
number over a thousand last year. 

Jim Beres, #854, who just moved up 
from the 250cc Class to the big bikes, 
did very well his first time out, taking

second amateur and seventeenth overall. 
George Zuber, #41x, was first 250 ama- 
teur, taking nineteenth overall, and young 
Scott LaPraik, #571, took first open 
Novice and twenty-fourth overall. 

The weather was great and the race 
was well organized, but it was a little 
hard to pass on that course because you 
couldn’t see all the rocks in time; the 
smart ones stayed on the course, and 
a few got off to pass and paid the price. 


Trail Bikes 

The trail bikes were started five 
minutes after the big bikes, angling more 
to the right of the rocky ridge of moun- 
tains, At the drop of the banner, Dave 
Ekins #25 on his Zundapp, and Jack 
Morgan, #1 on the Hodaka, moved out 
from the pack with Ron Matheny, #828 
on a Moto-Beta tucking in behind, 

Ekins and Morgan dueled the entire 
first loop, passing backand forth through 
the open, rocky boondocks. It’s not easy 
to pass in this area, because you can’t 
tell a gray rock from a small gray bush 
at fifty miles an hour, Both riders were 
really making it down the steep, rocky 
hill in second gear with the throttle on 
(to quote one of the spectators on the 
hill). They dueled it out on the entire 
second loop the same way, with neither 
rider giving in or letting off. Something 
had to give, and on the back half of the 
course, Ekins had the lead, moving out in 
fifth gear, He hit a series of bumps and 
then a few rocks, and he did a big endo. 
Morgan turned around to see if he was 
okay, and took off again when one of the 
spectators said he would stay there 
with him. Ekins was taken to West Hills 
Hospital in Woodland Hills, Calif, where 
he was treated for a broken vertebra, 
He will be okay, friends tell us, 

Morgan came in for the hard-fought 
win with a good lead, and Ron Matheny 
pulled in second on the hot Moto-Beta, 
Jack Froelich, #2 on a Bultaco moved 
up to third, and James Jacklett took 
fourth, 

Tom Hayle, #31, placed fifth and was 
the first Amateur in, Dean Goldsmith, 
#39 on a Zundapp, was the second Ama- 
teur, taking sixth position. Terry Clark, 
#395, had a real good ride for a new 
competitor, taking seventh overall and 
first Novice. John Maroney Jr., #20, 
looked real good for afourteen-year-old 
Expert, to take tenth.

H-D, who has lost the last two years 
to Triumph, will field a seven-rider 
team, And get this, for the first time 
since the round wheel was invented their 
riders will all be mounted on matching 
cycles with matching colored leathers!! 
No more rummage sale effect here and 
the well-worn disguise of coming from 
the individual barn is over, 

Triumph counters with their own 
seven-rider team, No matching leathers 
and no matching paint.jobs on the ma- 
chines. I guess you have to lose a couple 
before it comes to 100% professionalism, 

Yamaha has a seven-rider 250cc team 
and a three-rider 350cc team for the 
bigger 200-miler. Once again all ma- 
chines painted alike. 

Kawasaki fields a three-rider team 
with matching leathers and machines. 
The same for Suzuki in the 250 race and 
a two-rider entry in the 200-miler with 
the new 500cc two-strokes. 

The state of California will be bare for 
a couple of weeks. The Golden West boys 
again lead all others in total entries, 
Honda will not be there this year, Ap- 
parently they have taken a defeatist 
attitude after their one and only attempt 
in ‘67. 

However, Bob Hansen and his Racine 
Racers will be back with a two-rider 
team on the ever-reliable G-50 Match- 
lesses that appear to thump forever. 

BSA is also back with a four-rider 
effort and Bridgestone jumps into the 
act this year with their new 350’s. 


One Thousand Riders! 


The final pre-race entry list hosts no 
less than a thousand entries, not includ- 
ing the two nights of quarter-mile short 
tracking! The largest entry comes in the 
combined 250cc Amateur/Expert 100- 
mile race with no less than 140 entries! 

Then there is the Novice 250 race that 
also has 140 entries, Next is the 200- 
mile big bike expert entry with a record 
120 riders for the Speedway. 

Down a notch is the 100-mile Amateur 
big bike race with a record 105 riders, 
For all the various Sportsmen classes, 
from 100cc up to and including 250cc’s 
there is another record entry of 231 
riders, And yet another record for the 
Enduro with a combined class entry of 
275 riders! 

Daytona and its annual Speed Week 
may not sell cycles but it sure as hell 
helps tear them up. 

H-D comes in this year only for the 
200-miler, No more is ‘there a factory 
effort in the 250cc 100-mile race, Mil- 
waukee boasts of former champ Roger 
Reiman and a supporting cast of Mert 
Lawwill, Cal Rayborn, Fred Nix, Bart 
Markel, Walt Fulton and Dan Haaby. 

Rayborn will stray away long enough 
to join Dick Hammer and Ron Grant in 
the 250cc race to make up the three- 
rider Suzuki team, Fulton jumps aboard 
a Kawasaki with Ralph White and Limey 
Red Gould for the maroon and white team 
of the big ‘‘K’’, The restof the H-D team 
will be railbirds on the day of the 250 
event.

BSA bounces back for a third ’’team’’ 
try in the 200 with Dickie Newell, Dick 
Mann, Eddie Wirth and Bobby Winters, 
Newell and Winters also will be riding 
for Yamaha in the 250 race while Mann 
will enter the first Ossa into road racing 
competition at Daytona, 

The private entry of Bob Hansen has 
Gene Romero: going in the Expert class 
and Tom Rockwood up for Hansen in the 
Amateur 100 miler.

The 250 bash will find Yamaha led by 
‘67 winner Gary Nixon and two-time 
world champion, Phil Read, Backing them 
up will be ‘66 winner Bobby Winters, 
new hotshot Art Baumann, Buddy Elmore, 
Canadian Mike Duff and ever surprising 
Dickie Newell. 

There are so many other top riders on 
the Yamaha brand on a private basis that 
space allows just a few, such names as

Prediction Time 


Picking the winners becomes more 
difficult as each individual factory and 
distributor extends more effort. H- Dand

Nixon is still the rider to beat and his 
tuners have placed their Triumph in the 
top four positions every year since going 
to the Speedway in ‘61. 

It would be asking too much to say that 
Nixon can also win for Yamaha in the 
250 race and score the double for the 
second straight year. We have a feeling 
that Nixon will not win the 250 race but 
a Yamaha will still be the first across 
the line with another team leading the 
way to victory for the fourth straight 
year. 

In fact, look for Yamaha to score their 
greatest sweep ever and place no less 
than seventeen riders in the first twenty 
positions! 

That’s a large order for any brand to 
fill but Yamaha has the riders and the 
equipment. Kawasaki fights them with 
only three riders, the same for Suzuki, 
The odds are too great, maybe next year. 

Five non-Americans challenge the 
converted dirt-trackers of Uncle Sam. 
Phil Read and Rod Gould from England, 
Mike Duff from Canada, Roberto Gallina 
from La Spezia, Italy and Mitsue Ito 
from Japan, None of these riders will 
win but. they will add much to the color 
of the show. 

Read is one of the finest 250 riders 
this column has ever seen in action but 
he cannot afford to be beaten. Ifheis not 
in the lead, or near the front, in the late 
laps, he will pull to the pits, He has too 
much going for him ona contract basis 
on the European circuit to be defeated 
by any one of the many American ‘‘un- 
knowns’’, 

Where Phil will shine is on the Yama- 
ha 350 against the bigger 500’s and 
750’s. He has nothing to lose and a high 
finish, say inside the top ten, would be 
as outstanding as a win itself. Keep in 
mind that all 350’s are limited to four- 
speed gearboxes — even though they are 
production models, Just one of the many 
unsolved ‘‘rules’’ that govern our cur- 
rent racing setup.
